RESUME  OF  OPERATIONS: 

At  the  annual  adjourned  Town  Meeting  on  March  12,  1951»  appropriations  were 
voted  to  the  extent  of  $1+15,331  •00, 

A  tax  rate  of  19  mills  was  levied  on  taxable  property  of  $16,529,685.00  re- 
sulting in  Direct  Revenues  of  $3ll+,061+.02.  This  together  with  estimated 
Indirect  Revenues  from  miscellaneous  sources  of  $83,910.61  amounted  to 
$l+02,87l+.63.  To  finance  the  aforementioned  appropriations  an  estimated 
$12,1+56.37  of  Unappropriated  Surplus  was  needed.

Actual  revenues  exceeded  the  estimate  by  $11,970.31+  as  per  Exhibit  "F1 
and  expenditures  as  shown  in  Exhibit  "G"  exceeded  appropriations  by 
$10,778.71.  In  balancing  the  budget  $12,1+56.37  was  set  aside  from  Un- 
appropriated Surplus. 


Actual  operations  show  a  decrease  in  surplus  from  $70,756.3!+  to  $58,858.63, 
a  reduction  of  only  $11,397.71*  a  decrease  of  $558.66.

RESUME  OF  OPERATIONS; 

The  over  expenditure  of  appropriations  was  discussed  with  town  officials 
who  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  influx  of  new  residents  due  to  the  trend 
of  suburban  living  is  the  main  cause.  The  population,  which  is  steadily- 
increasing,  has  created  a  wide  activity  in  the  building  of  new  homes  and 
additional  demands  on  the  various  town  departments  beyond  that  set  up  in 
the  original  budget. 

Property  transfers  in  greater  number  has  necessitated  more  clerical  help 
in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  the  larger  use  of  supplies  and  printed  matter. 
The  record  number  of  new  voters  processed  has  resulted  in  larger  expendi- 
tures for  election  officials  and  the  unexpected  need  for  a  new  voting 
machine  which  was  charged  to  capital  outlay* 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  fees  paid  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  nor 
were  any  revenues,  which  exceeded  the  expenditures  from  this  department, 
anticipated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

There  has  also  been  more  maintenance  work  coincident  with  the  opening 
of  new  streets  for  building  developers  created  by  the  heavier  truck  traffic 
to  and  from  such  projects,  resulting  in  increased  wear  on  the  roads  and 
bridges. 

The  over  expenditure  for  welfare  payments  was  offset  by  the  increased 
reimbursements  from  the  State  and  individuals  *

The  totals  of  said  Abstract 
were  verified  and  were  in  agreement  with  the  Current  Rate  Bill,  which  was 
duly  signed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  Tax  Collector' s  Warrant  was  also  properly 
executed.  There  were  no  abatements  of  taxes.  Corrections  of  additions  and 
deductions  were  approved  by  the  Boards  of  Assessors  and  Selectmen. 

Taxes  on  personal  property  which  are  deemed  uncollectible  were  transferred 
to  the  Suspense  Tax  Book.  Continuing  effort  is  being  made  to  collect  all 
open  accounts.  All  collections  by  the  Tax  Collector  were  duly  deposited. 
Transfer  of  these  funds  to  the  Treasurer  were  made  weekly  during  the  heavy 
collection  period  in  October  1951 •  Subsequent  transfers  took  place  promptly 
after  the  close  of  each  month.

General  debt  of  the  town  increased  through  the  issuance  of  High  School 
serial  bonds.  These  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $1,200,000.00  were  to  be  used 
to  finance  the  construction  of  the  new  high  school  as  authorized  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  19,  195^*  In.  accordance  with  the  approval 
of  a  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  23,  1952,  the  town  borrowed  $60,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  the  fire  house  site  and  to  make  the  necessary 
additions  and  alterations  to  the  building  thereon.  Of  the  above  loan,  the 
sum  of  $27,000.00  was  used  to  buy  the  property. 

Temporary  loans  of  $68,000.00,  made  in  anticipation  of  the  new  bonds,  were 
repaid  during  the  year  and  $20,000.00  of  the  School  Construction  bonds, 
issued  in  191+9*  retired.  The  latter  was  paid  from  regular  appropriations 
included  in  the  school  budget.

The  method  of  recording  the  collection  of  sanitary  fees  has  been  revised  as 
of  September  1,  1952,  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal  year.  A  loose  leaf 
record  of  receipts  on  cards  has  been  replaced  by  a  bound  p re-numbered,  mani- 
fold receipt  book. 

RECOMMENDATIONS t 

Single  tax  bills  and  hand  written  receipts  are  now  being  used  in  the  Tax 
Collector's  Office.  This  method  is  very  burdensome  and  creates  considerable 
delay,  especially  during  the  peak  period  of  payments  in  October.  To  simplify 
the  system  and  to  eliminate  the  hand  written  receipts,  we  recommended  the  use 
of  manifold  tax  bills  supplemented  by  a  receipting  machine.  This  change  will 
be  discussed  with  town  officials  for  approval. 

At  present  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  collects  petitioners  fees  and  deposits 
the  money  in  a  separate  bank  account  in  its  name.  After  paying  the  necessary 
advertising  expense  from  said  account  for  each  petition,  the  remainder  is  re- 
funded to  the  petitioner.  Since  this  board  is  a  part  of  the  general  town 
government,  we  recommend  that  all  receipts  be  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  that  disbursements  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals, 
be  made  by  the  Town  Treasurer.

Dear  Sirs: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Cheshire 
for  1951-1952. 

As  an  introduction  I  should  like  to  quote  from  Professor  Will  French  of  Columbia 
University.  The  quotation  is  an  answer  to  the  question:  "What  is  education  for 
all  American  Youth?" 

"It  is  education  that  enables  each  youth  to  use  and  to  develop  in 
his  life  as  a  youth  whatever  levels  or  kinds  of  ability  he  possesses. 
It  thus  best  prepares  him  to  do  this  when  and  as  he  accepts  the  bene- 
fits and  discharges  the  responsibilities  of  membership  in  an  American 
home,  school,  community  and  nation.  Education  for  all  American  Youth 
seeks  to  produce  young  men  and  women  who  are  responsible  citizens  of 
the  community,  nation  and  world,  sensitive  to  our  moral  ethical  and 
religious  standards  and  values.  It  seeks  to  produce  youth  who  are  in- 
terested in  establishing  good  homes  for  themselves  and  their  children 
and  who,  as  producers  and  consumers,  are  economically  literate  and 
fully  capable  of  self-support." 

This  quotation  is  especially  appropriate  at  this  time  when  Cheshire  is  standing 
on  the  threshold  of  a  new  chapter  in  it's  school  system.  On  September  1953* 
the  new  Cheshire  High  School  of  24  rooms  will  be  complete  and  ready  for  a  full 
program  of  education  for  grades  seven  through  eleven.  The  first  Cheshire  High 
School  opened  in  1894  with  one  teacher,  Mr.  Arthur  Woodworth  and  38  students. 
In  1896  Miss  Hattie  Lawton  became  the  second  teacher  and  the  first  graduation 
was  on  June  22,  1897. 

Considerable  planning  has  been  done,  first  in  terms  of  the  program  that  will  be 
planned  with  and  for  each  student  and  second  in  terms  of  the  facilities  that  are 
necessary  to  put  that  program  into  practice. 

The  past  school  year  the  teachers  of  the  three  schools  met  several  times  in  staff 
meetings  to  study  and  revise  our  social  studies  program.  Teachers  worked  together 
in  grade  level  groups  to  consider  the  program  and  to  review  new  materials  available.

Metropolitan  achievement  tests  were  given  in  April  to  Grades  3-8  as  a  measure  of 
comparison  with  national  standards.  A  summary  of  the  94  Eighth  Grade  pupils' 
achievement  on  these  tests  follows: 

6  pupils  tested  11th  grade  or  better 
24  pupils  tested  10th  grade 

34  pupils  tested  9th  grade 

11  pupils  tested  8th  grade 

12  pupils  tested  7th  grade 

7  pupils  tested  below  7th  grade 

This  is  a  very  fine  report  when  80$  of  the  class  is  up  to  or  considerably  above 
their  grade  level. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  wishes  to  compliment  the  Cheshire  Heights  Community 
Club  and  the  Humis ton-Chapman  P.T.A.  for  the  fine  quality  of  their  hot  lunch  pro- 
grams. The  cooperation  of  the  mothers  who  volunteer  to  assist  the  program  in  each 
school  has  made  it  possible  to  keep  the  costs  down  to  $1.25  per  week. 

A  number  of  education  trips  v/ere  taken  by  several  groups  during  the  school  year. 
Such  places  as  Peabody  Museum,  Raymond's  Bakery  in  Waterbury,  the  Fire  Station  and 
Post  Office  in  Cheshire,  a  "tour"  of  historic  spots  in  and  around  Cheshire,  a  green- 
house, are  among  places  visited.  The  Eighth  Grade  attended  a  special  showing  of  the 
play  "Forever  Young",  at  the  Canton  Play-house. 

Cheshire  is  growing I  Total  school  enrollments  have  increased  every  year  with  the 
largest  increases  in  the  kindergarten  and  first  grades  as  follows:

The  Chapman  School  and  Darcey  School  each  have  a  temporary  classroom  in  use  and 
enrollments  in  September  1952  include  only  the  kindergarten  and  five  grades.  It 
is  necessary  to  have  grades  6-7-8  on  double  session  at  the  Humiston  School  until 
such  time  as  grades  7-8  can  be  moved  to  the  High  School  building.  With  the  number 
of  recorded  births  increasing  and  the  number  of  new  homes  being  constructed  in 
Cheshire,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  only  a  short  time  until  the  elementary  schools 
will  be  overcrowded  again.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

September  1,  1952 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Cheshire,  Connecticut 

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  render  my  report  as  Health  Officer  of  Cheshire  for 
the  year  ending  September  1,  1952. 

The  health  conditions  of  Cheshire  in  the  past  year  have 
been  very  satisfactory.  We  have  had  165  cases  of  Measles,  22 
cases  of  Mumps,  12  cases  of  Chickenpox,  1  of  Tuberculoses,  18 
of  Pneumonia,  2  of  Infectious  Mononucleosis,  2  of  Brucellosis, 
and  5  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

School  Children  at  all  three  schools  were  examined. 

The  sewerage  ordinance  has  been  in  operation  three  years  and 
is  giving  the  home  builder  and  owner  protection  which  he  pre- 
viously did  not  have.   Many  nuisances  have  been  eliminated  since 
this  ordinance  has  been  enacted. 

The  rapid  increase  in  population  has  given  rise  to  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  places  serving  food.   During  the  past 
years  these  were  all  inspected  and  cultures  taken  of  the  eating 
utensils.  Wherever  the  bacteria  count  was  found  abnormally 
high,  changes  were  made  in  the  method  of  washing  dishes  and 
silverware  to  overcome  this. 

I  still  urge  the  people  of  Cheshire  to  the  awaredness  that 
long  range  planning  is  needed  for  a  municipal  sewerage  system. 
This  is  inevitable  and  if  planned  for  now  could  certainly  be 
more  efficiently  and  less  expensively  installed. 

I  again  would  like  to  emphasize  that,  an  application  must 
be  made  and  approved  before  any  building  may  be  started.  These 
applications  may  be  obtained  either  from  the  Health  Officer  or 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.
